OUT THE MOTHER'S 


CONSENT. 


Dr. W. W. Kergan was acquitted this 


morning before Acting Police Judge Geary 
on a charge of disturbing the peace of 
Thomas Griffin a young boy who was 
run over by an automobile and who was 
subsequently examined by Dr. Kergan. 


Mrs. Griffin, the mother of the boy, 


swore to a wan-ant charging Dr. Kergan 
with disturbing the peace after she learn- 
ed that the physician had called to her 
house. 


The facts of the case as developed by 


the trial this morning are that the young 
boy was run over by an automobile said 
to belong either to Dr. N. H. Chamber- 
lain. The accident occurred hi April" last. 
The report had it that Dr. Kergan visited 
the boy and made an examination of the 
injuries of the lad without permission, of 
the mother. This was what the prose- 
cution attempted1 to show this morning, 
but failed. 
According to Dr. Kergan, the reason he 
called to see tho boy was that his name 
had been connected with the case. 
"Rumors had reached me to the effect 
that I was held responsible for the run- 
ning down of the boy," lie, testified.

naturally called at the house to deny the 
truth of the rumors. I knocked at the 
door three times. Finally, I hSird the 
voice of the boy say come in.

J asked him if he 
was the little boy who was run over by 
the automobile. JHe repllea that he was. 
I then naturally asked him the extent of 
his injuries and how it happened. He 
said that he could not walk at the pres- 
ent time because of a pain in his oack. 
He arose and came over- to me in a 
stopping posture and indicated with' his 
hand where the pain in his back was. I 
placed my hand there. That was all of 
the examination that I made. I then left 
and hunted up his mother, who was 
around the corner attending to her cow. 
We had a long talk and I told her that 
had, Dr. Chamberlain been responsible for 
the accident that he, as a physician, cer- 
tainly w<juid have been anxious to see 
that the lad was not permanently in- 
jured. I told her that either myself or 
Dr. Chamberlain or the members of the 
Automobile Club would he only too glad | 
to assist her in plascing the responsl- 
bility."

thought of cutting their prices 
to 


work oft an overstock- If the lels were 
not 
sold the venders gave them to 
their friends, but would not 0cll them 
at a reduction. 


Some of the venders, however, found 
that 
toward the sailing time of a. 
.steamer, when the normal demand was 
about supplied, they could still push 
sales by cutting prices- By disposing 
of all the stock In hand they saved 
themselves from the loss inevitable 
when some goods -were iert over. But 
when this trick of trade was Intro- 
duced the same causes led some to be- 
gin cutting prices early in the day oj! 
the departure'Of a steamar, which if 
the biggest day for trade. This led to 
further sophistication, such as mak- 
ing the leis or strings of flowers short- 
er than the regulation length, usine 
flowers not quite fresh and other ex- 
pedients.

He Must Spend a Year in the Peni= 


tentiary—Wife is Broken= 


Hearted. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2—With 


better than a modest fortune in his 
hands, and leaving a. broken-hearted 
young wife behind him, James E. Fitz- 
patrick, clubman and "social highway- 
man," must serve a term in the peni- 
tentiary at San Quentln. Convicted of 
a daylight burglary, Fltzpatriok was 
sentenced to one year In pr,son by Su- 
perior Judge Cook this morning. A 
second charge against him has been 
dismissed In the Police Court, and In 
consideration of this dismissal there 
Trill be no appeal 
yitzpatrlck was alone when sentence 


•wad passed upon him this morning1- 
His young wife, who collapsed nhen 
the Jury returned a verdict of guilty 
against her husband, is still confined 
to her bed, and is said to be in a crit- 
Ica! condition- The prisoner stood mute 
-when asked if he could show any legal 
cause why sentence should rot be pro- 
nounced, and bore the ordeal with the 
stolidity that has marked hie demean- 
or since his arrest for crime He did 
not flinch when Judge Cook called at- 
tertlon to his condition !n life and 
Tnarveied that one of his attainments 
-could sink to the level of a petty crim- 
inal- 
Judge Cook advised tils prisoner that 


had he been a man of ordinary station 
tho Jury would probably have returned 
a verdict of simply petty larceny, but 
the twelve men undoubtedly took cog- 
nizance of his position and could find no 
excuse of his lack of manhood and self- 
respect 
He 
told him that he had 
wrecked the life of his young wife; that 
he had Imposed upon the men who had 
taken him up socially, and was entitled 
to no consideration from the court 
Had 
he been driven to steal through want it 
might have been different, but under the 
circumstances the penitentiary was the 
best place for such a man 
According to the contentions of the po- 
lice. FUzpatrlck was the Raffles of San 
Francisco cilminals. He traded on his 
social position to affiliate with men high 
in social life, and when awa> frjm them 
descended to the commonest kind of lar- 
ceny. Two ctimps wers brought home to 
him by the officers, but it is believed 
that many more could be traced to his 
door without much effort 
The crime for 
which he was convicScd \\as the burglary 
of e. telephone box in the coal office of 
Herman Albert at 1765 Waller street He 
only secured a few nickels and attemp eel 
to throw them away when the officer 
caught him 
After his arrest Fitzpatrlck was identi- 
fied as the man who had robbed a safe in 
the coal offlre of H Devoto at 2407 Stan- 
yan street. Considerable money was se- 
cured at this coal office, but the police 
did not deem the evidence against Fits- 
patrlck conclusive, and Judge Conlan dis- 
missed the case.

Achievements of Modern Science. 


To the average human, busied with the stern problem of ma- 


terial life, the recent solar eclipse and the observations thereof made 
by astronomers in various parts of the world, mean but little. To 
the student and close observer, however, the results achieved by 
those who traveled thousands of miles to examine this wonderful 
phenomenon of the Universe bring food for serious thought and re- 
flection. It is gratifying to know that no effort is being spared 
today by the human race to thoroughly familiarize itself with the 
firmament that showeth the handiwork of the Creator—it is well to 
realize that past achievements are as nothing compared to future 
'possibilities, and that man is but a mere speck of dust in an infinite 
Creation whose mysteries are, for the greater part, a sealed book. 


For a few brief moments the moon eclipses the light of the sun. 


Modern science has been enabled to calculate in achance the time of 
the occurrence. Preparations are made for the observation of the 
phenomenon. Scientists wait in anticipation of the discovery of new 
secrets. Expeditions are fitted out, many of them at the enormous 
expense of private individuals 
Valuable apparatus is prepared and 


transported to the ends of the earth. Men whose life-long study 
has fitted them for the work in hand are chosen to observe, that the 
world may learn. The fact that climatic conditions may be unfav-, 
orable, and that all time and expense may perhaps go for na'ught, 
is not considered. 


The supreme moment arrives. 
Near the shores of the sunny 


Mediterranean, in the shadow of the Pyramids, or far in the icy 
North the astronomers are ready. 
Valuable photographs of the 


eclipse are obtained, including photographs of the sun's corona. 
Giant flames are observed, protruding to the height of thousands of 
kilometres. The irregularities of heat and cold are closely noted 
New planets and stars of lesser dimensions are eagerly sought for. 
Every possible phase of the wonderful subject is recorded by lens 
and film. And this, that man may know a little more, and may 
understand a little better. 


Thus is taken one little step further into the region of the 


great Unknown. Man's knowledge has once again served to dem- 
onstrate his ignorance. Yet to him who, appreciative of this fact, 
is born the desire to know himself and his surroundings, the lesson 
has not been in vain. 


While rectifying errors in the books of a Washington county 


assessor, experts have discovered one instance in -which a hog was 
assessed at $175,000. 
Before eliminating the item from the rolls it

The Japanese Populace Dissatisfied. 


The terms upon which the Portsmouth treaty is being concluded 


appear to be little to the liking of the Japanese public, which in fact 
has thus far been kept in ignorance of the exact clauses of the com- 
pact. The absence of rejoicing over the cessation of hostilities is 
significant, and the fact that the armies are soon to be disbanded and 
the soldiers to return to peaceful advocations is overshadowed by 
the rapidly growing belief that victories on land a'nd sea have been 
succeeded by diplomatic defeat. It remains to be seen what recep- 
tion will be tendered the members of the Japanese delegation, none 
of whom, by their own adriiission. are anticip'aitng with particular 
relish their return to Tokio. 


That there will be a great popular outcry when it is learned 


that Russia has evaded the payment of indemnity there can be no 
doubt. Already the Japanese press broadly intimates that the fruits 
of victory have been lost, and that the thousands who have perished 
on the field have died a useless death since some of the principles 
for which they 'fought have been sacrificed. It will be difficult ta 
convince the populact that in the -granting of concessions to Russia 
they have not been handed a gold brick, and Komura and Takahira 
will not be worshipped at the same shrine with Oyama and Togo.

The Old Hunter Raises Them Within 


a Wire Fence for Zoos and Circuses 
—Incubator 
Methods'* Applied 
to 


Hatching the Interesting Babies, 


A mountain stream tumbling down 
Into the valley forms a chain of small 
shallow lakes near Hot Springs, Ark. 
Three years ago H. I. Campbell, a vet- 
eran alligator 
hunter 
from Florida, 
conceived tlie Idea of Inclosing these 
lakes and raising bis 'gators for the 
zoos and circuses. 


The method employed In the capture. 


of these creatures is an original one.! 
The alligator has certain favorite feed- | 
ing ground's. In the daytime 
he will 


lie motionless In the shade for hoars, I 
resembling 
nothing 
so much 
as a 
floating log. 
At night he leaves the 


•svater in quest of food. 
The 'gator, 
unless disturbed, enters and leaves the 
water at the same place A stout rope 
net is suspended over one of these 
places and a chunk of raw pork Is 
hung in the path so that the least dis- 
turbance will cause the net to fall. 
A splash, a hoarse bellow, and a 
large bull who has scented the bait. 
glides across the bayou and crawls | 
slowly up the bank. He smells the bait 
with a savage grunt of suspicion. Then 
the huge jaws open and snap shut 
upon the tempting morsel. 
Like a 
shadow the net falls over him. 
En- 
raged, surprised, the bull lashes out 
with his powerful tail. 
But It Is a useless fight, for the more 
the 'gator struggles the tighter the 
hempen meshes enfold him. Then the 
hunter 
springs out to complete his 
work 
The bull is bound with 
ropes, 
turned on his back and dragged away 
to the uens. 


Mr. Campbell has about BOO big alli- 
gators on his farm. 
Big Joe, king of 
the herd, is perhaps the largest saurian 
in captivity. He is IT feet long and 
weighs over SOO pounds 
He occupies 
a pond to himself, and is only allowed 
to run with the herd In the brooding 
season. He is valued by his owner at . 
$500, and his age is estimated at 300 I 
years.

The reptiles are fed once in three i 
weeks.. They 
consume 
500 pounds I 
of beef, furnished by a Kansas City 
packing company. During the winters 
the alligators hibernate. As soon as ! 


i'v- become stiff with cold they ard | 
placed in wooden boxes which fit as I 
closely as' coffins. 
These boxes 
are ' 
placed In tiers In a large steam-heated 
shed. 
There the 'gator lies without 


food or watpr, in a dormant condition, 
for about three months. In the spring 
each one must be fed before it is re- 
leased. 


The alligators very rarely become 
tame. He lies for days sluggish and 
docile, but the fishy eyes are ever on 
the alert fdr an opportunity lo attach 
the keeper when his back is turned. 
The cows are all kept m one large 
enclosure. Early in June they scrape 
together a. nest of damp rubbish and 
each female lays from fifteen to twenty 
eggs. The eggs are deposited at in- 
tervals of five days through Jane, July 
and August and hatch In from thlrty- 
trve to forty days The eggs are usu- 
ally collected and placed in n incu- 
bator 
No artificial heat is needed 
unless the temperature dtops below 80 
8 degrees.

Doukhobor men and women who re- 
cently started on another pilgrimage 
trom their settlement la Manitoba In 
search of the "Redeemer," whom they 
expected to find at Winnipeg. The re- 
ports sent over the wire, which were 
believed to be exaggerated, prove abso- 
lutely true. 


The photograph exhibits men and 


women, mostly In the prime of life, 
standing upright and unabashed, with- 
out a stitch of clothing on their bod- 
ies, as found by the detachment ot 
mounted police sent after them as soon 
as it was known they were on the road 
again. 


They were In attitudes Indicating 


absolute freedom from the last vestige 
of shame—If they ever knew what 
shame was—as well as of clothing. It 
was a sad spectacle to look upon, and 
the mounted men formed a 
screen 


around th« naked crowd, and messen- 
gers promptly dispatched to the near- 
est local police quarters having 
re- 


turned with such cloth'tng as could be 
hastily procured, compelled the Douk> 
hobors 
to 
cover themselves, and 


marched them to the court house to 
be dealt with according to law. 


Other detachments of pilgrims were 


reported to be on the inarch and all 
available men of the mounted police 
sent out to intercept and turn them 
back. 


Among the Doukhobors are many 


males and females of exceptionally fine 
physique, and It seems a pity they 
should be the victims of a belief that 
they can only find the Saviour by di- 
vesting themselves of every shred of 
human attire.

month, an increase of J75; for trade slot 
machines, 575 a,month, a raise from 525., 


Under the present system $50 a month 


pays for any number of games in the 
same house. 
The-new rate makes each 


game pay separately, as listed .above! '

STE. ANKE DE BEAUPEE, August 34.—Ste. Anne is 


twenty miles from Quebec, and a most interesting journey along 
tiie river. You can make it by rail, but the highway gives you 
more things to see and more time to see them in. All about here 
is the very heart of very French Canada. The villages are 
more frequent than nearer Montreal and are more quaintly in- 
teresting. So when you drive out from Quebec, in no matter 
-svMch direction, you are bound to see the French-Canadian at 
liis very best and his very truest. Scarcely a mile from the city 
on the way to Ste. Anne is Fort Jacques Cartier, where the 
Father of New France made his first stand in the country. It 
\\~as here the Jesuits built their first establishment and sent out 
the men to preach Christianity for the first time in the wilder- 
ness. There is a large cross here in memory of Cartier's orig- 
inal cross, with an inscription honoring Francis the First, by 
the Grace of God, reigning King of France. 


Beyond this is a little bluff upon which is the village of 


Charlesbourg, a mighty pretty little place with green trees and 
gray stone houses and a very fine church. Here you get a splen- 
did view of the river and valley and Quebec upon her battle- 
ments. Then you come upon two very charming lakes if you 
care to digress enough. They are like tiny Swiss lakes'shut in 
completely in the mountains—the Laurentious, by the way, 
claimed to be quite the oldest thing there is. One of these lakes 
is St Charles, the other Beaufort. A few miles further you 
come across the Falls of Montmorenci, but you can see them best 
from below, along the line of railway. They are really very 
l.caittiful, and have a clear fall of two hundred and fifty feet 
over a perpendicular rock. It is something like the Nevada 
Falls in Tosemite, though with a very differtn setting. There 
is a power house at the base, supplying Quebec with lighting 
and power purposes. After leaving the Falls the road runs 
through the charming little villages L'Ange Q-ardieu and Cha- 
teau Richer and in a short time you are in Beaupre. 


The village is very small, one winding street parallel with 


Ahe river, two rows of quaint old houses and gardens, an open 
square and the Basilica of Ste. Anne. The railway runs on the 
Ti\-er side, the station directly upon the corner of the big square. 
Tlie shrine dates back to the earliest period of the colony's ex- 
istence. It seems some Breton fishermen were caught in a 
frightful storm and in their agony vowed to Ste. Anne a chapel 
:f she would save them in their danger. A gentle wind blew 
them in from the sea, and they landed in safety upon the north 
'-bank of the river. They built a chapel in redemption of their 


promise and the place and the parish were called Ste. Anne de 
Beaupre. Eves since then people have gone there, the numbers 
steadily increasing year by year. The little chapel was enlarged 
and rebuilt, and rebuilt over again as the fame of it grew in tKe 
land, until now there is quite a beautiful building of grey stone 
with tall towers and spires that may be seen for miles up and 
down the river. The church contains some fine decorative work, 
and over the High Altar is Lebntre's great painting, "St. Anne 
and the Yrrgin Mary.'' Some of the side chapels are very fine- 
ly gotten up—very elaborately ornamented. But what attracts 
your attention most are the huge stacks of crutches and canes, 
trusses and other things piled up ten and eleven stories, each 
piece representing a cure. They are the accumulation of years 
and what faith they represent! There is something horrible in 
the sight, even in the midst of its wonder and its significance. 
Whatever one may say about these cures—the grace of God, 
mental influence in what—they certainly seem to have happen- 
ed, and continue to happen right along. It doesn't matter much 
which it is, one is as<much a miracle as the other in iis good re- 
sult, and both come certainly from the same God-head. 
The 


churehe faces upon the square, a block of smooth gravel picked 
out with flower beds, in which not a leaf is in disorder. There is 
an atmosphere of almost marvelous cleanliness everywhere, an 
order and precision characteristic of the French-Canadian. 
Down from a corner of the church along the length of the square, 
which no doubt is called, or should be called, Place de la Bonne 
Ste. Anne, is a long low building for the accommodation of coun- 
try wagons and carriages. 
At the upper end is a booth where 


they sell rosaries and souvenirs, scapulars and books about Ste. 
Anne, postal cards and a lot of other things. 
All down the 


square is a row of flag poles with fluttering flags. At the other 
side of the church is an old chapel and a Scala Santa, a copy of 
the famous staircase ot Rome brought from Jerusalem by the 
Empress Helena. Up and down these stairs were people laboring 
the distance upon their knees saying their prayers. It was a 
remarkable sight, the humble habitants and the tourist, profes- 
sional looking men and smartly gowned women utterly regard- 
less of thir finery. It was a stranger company than went to Can- 
terbury, old and young, gray hairs and black, the great and the 
humble, the priest and the beggar, all of them wearing out their 
knees up and down those twenty-eight steps, all of them under 
the most leveling influence upon earth after that of death.

This day in Ste. Anne there have been three pilgrimages. 


They came in three train loods from Quebec and represented 


three different lay religions organizations. At the depot (hey 
put on their robes and carrying their banners and lighted can- 
dles marched in double file over the square and into the church. 
One organization had a band, making a very stirring effect, es- 
pecially when they marched into the Basilica. There were three 
great masses and three great sermons, all in French, although 
sermons are preached in any tongue required for pilgrims of 
other lands. It was certainly a remarkable sight. Before the 
altar rail is an immense statue of the saint with a halo of almost 
infinitesimal electric lights. About the figure were hundreds of 
other lights and quantities of flowers. People sat everywhere. 
and where they couldn't sit they stood; fathers, mothers an<! 
children, grandfathers and grandmothers, all there to honor la 
Bonne Ste. Anne, the mother of the Sainte Vierge. Then when' 
it was all over they pressed about the priest to 3dss the sacred 
relic as he carried it along; paused before the big statue to say 
their prayers, or in one of the exquisite side chapels,, then 
streamed out into the square up on the hillside to eat their 
luncheons and talk it all over. I saw no miracle performed, nor 
heard of any, but no doubt there were many, greater than a 
straightened leg or a healed vertebrae, the real miracle of the 
good Ste. Anne— a good thought, a comforted heart, a soul given 
peace— no doubt the miracles the good saint prefers to the oth- 
ers, 


I am writing this in the balcony of the 'little French hotel 


outside my little room. Down in the square the geraniums are 
brilliant and red in the round flower beds. The kst of the pil- 
grims, headed by their band and their painted banners, are mov- 
ing over the ground on their way to the train. 
I don't know 


what the band is playing, probably a hymn; yes, I recognize it 
now, 
it is a May hymn the washerwomen sing in Paris. The 


last habitant is driving out of the long low shed. The flags at 
the top of the high poles flap feebly in the air. The girl in the 
shop where you buy rosaries and postal cards and books about 
Ste. Anne is putting up her shutters. The sun is pretty well 
down over the low hills on the other side of the river. They are 
closing the big front doors of the church. The band stops pky- 
ing. The last train of the pilgrims pulls away. A wonderful' 
silence of eartheand air fills the square and covers the flower 
beds. It comes" up to me in my little balcony in front of my lit- 
tle room. The Angelus rings from the tower. A couple of men 
stop in the square and take off their hats. I can hear someone 
praying down beneath me. It is six o 'clock; another day at Ste. 
Anne'sis done..

REPUBLICANS HAVE NOT 


YET BEEN ABLE TO 


FIND A CANDIDATE 


SAW FEANCISCO, September 2.-Now that Mayor 


Schmitz has been renominated there is a good deal of curiosity 
as to how much popularity he really has in the community. 
Every appearance that he makes is consequently watched with 
great interest, and there will be an immense amount of curiosity 
about his reception along the line of march of the Labor Day 
parade. The other day lie appeared at the ceremonies attend- 
ing the opening of the new Postoffice. 
"When he arose to speak 


there was a great burst of applause and this caused Postmaster 
Arthur Fisk, who is leading the movement for the defeat of 
Schmitz, to open his eyes. He saw that the great bulk of the 
applause was coming from his own postoffice employees, letter 
carriers and clerks, who were near the gathering of notable, but 
not of it. 


Sclimitz, as usual, made a very good speech. The idea that 


Ruef wrote his speeches for him is now pretty well abandoned. 
The Mayor has a very good gift of the gab, something which he 
probably got from his good Irish mother. He certainly does 
not talk like a Dutchman. He did not make a very good speech, 
however, before the convention which nominated him Thursday 
night. More than that he looked tired, and in need of a good va- 
cation. There was plenty of genuine enthusiasm at the conven- 
tion, however, and the opponents of Schmitz may just as well 
make up their minds that he ^ill have the enthusiastic support 
of nearly all of the laboring element in San Erancisco—a far 
more unanimous support from that element than he ever has re- 
ceived before.

Of the other speakers at the Labor Convention Eagan very

All is not a beautiful harmony, however, among the Union 


Labor men. The old feud between the Labor Council and the 
Building Trades' Council seems as acute as ever. They are not 
to join in their parade on Labor Day and will have separate 
celebrations. The Labor Council parade seems to be dominat- 
ed by the anti-Schmitz men, with Michael Casey for marshal. 
Casey at once appointed Tim Sullivan, leader of the anti- 
Schmitz partisans as his chief aide. The Schmitz men have 
tried to persuade some unions to pull out of the Labor Council 
parade, and the Council in turn has forced Schmitz to agree not 
to make a political speech. All the efforts to bring the contend- 
ing factions into one harmonious celebration have been unavail- 
ing, and Schmitz v, ill have to step very livclv to keep from the 
appearance of favoring one faction as against the other. A lit- 
tie skillful manipulation and the expenditure of some campaign 
funds might cause Schmitz to lose some lab< r votes if the breach 
TjSittt een the t\\o labor bodies was kept widening during the 
campaign. If we had one of our old time Napoleons of politics 
in charge of affairs now, theie would be something doing in this 


line. But I doubt if any of our present leaders has sufficient 
energy and ability to take advantage of the situation. 


The weeks drag on and we are no nearer getting our candi- 


date for Mayor to run against Schmitz than we were when the 
campaign for the primaries first opened. 
All sorts of names 


have been suggested, but there seems to be no agreement on any 
one candidate who will accept the nomination. 
Ex-Judge 


Chas. A. Slack, Louis Sloss and E. J. Le Breton could have had 
the nomination for the taking of it, but they refused it in turn, 
and J. C. Wilson also resisted the preliminary approaches that 
were made to him in the matter. Henry J. Crocker is entirely 
willing to run again, but McNab says that it would be impossible 
for the Democrats to endorse him because they would be made 
ridiculous by doing so. Two years ago when the Democrats 
were supporting Lane against Crocker they accused him of be- 
ing a railroad tool and of all sorts of civic delinquencies, so they 
now do not feel that they could take all this back. Herbert E. 
Law, who has made a large fortune in the sale of a patent medi- 
cine to women, is also willing to accept the nomination and he 
has sufficient money to make a very lively campaign. But it is 
feared that the source of his fortune is such that he would be 
made a laughing stock and laughter is fatal to a candidate — as it 
seems likely to be fatal to Congressman Julius Kahn. 


The others who are wining to run are generally either old 


political hacks or men who have not sufficient money to make the 
campaign ; and the men with the negative virtues felt to be need- 
ed in this campaign are more than shy about accepting the honor 
of the nomination. Some men like George A. Knight, for in- 
stance, with larger political ambitions, feel that the Mayoralty 
oC San Francisco is anything but a stepping stone to higher hon- 
ors. 
The Mayor has so much patronage that he is certain to in- 


cur political enmities that would interfere with his further am- 
bitions rather than helping these ambitions along. Then there 
are men like Rudolph Spreckels who say they would not be 
Mayor under any circumstances. 
They would regard the office 


as a nuisance. They have no taste for politics, and so cannot bo 
persuaded to enter upon a campaign.

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Still, a candidate will be found when the time comes. And 


a° the campaign progresses I am more and more impressed with 
the opinion that if there is really in San Francisco a civic up- 
heaval, almost any candidate with the Republican and Demo- 
cratic nominations can defeat Schmitz ; and that if there is not 
.such a civic upheaval, Schmitz will be able to defeat any candJ • 
date, no matter how "many nominations he may have. The fact 
that so many men went to the polls on the day of the primaries is 
certainly evidence that there is some stir under the surface, and 
it may be evidence that the general public, so long apathetic, will 
take an active interest in the forthcoming election. If there is 
such an interest, Schmitz can be beaten verj'- handily. But his 
supporters will all go to the polls, and if his opponents do not 
take a livelier interest in the election than they have in preced- 
ing elections he will be again victorious.

OF IT ON CAMPU5 


ALAMEDA, 
Sept. 2.—The Home 
of 


Truth, which has as its aim practical 
Christianity, and which has been located 
for a number of , years In the Barton 
mansion at the corner of Central avenue 
and Broadway, under lease, Is to be in- 
stalled within a few months In a modern 
building, which la now being erected by 
Mrs. A. Rix for the use of the organiza- 
tion, at the northeast corner of Grand 
street and Alameda avenue. 


The architect is B. E. Remmel of this 


city, and the main building, which to to 
be decidedly ornate, Is of English archi- 
tecture, having open timber work.

510,000. 
O. M. Magneson of Oakland Is 


the contractor, and the work Of construc- 
tion, which is well under way, is to be 
completed by the middle of October. The 
building to be occupied as the Home of 
Truth Is now half completed. It is to 
have an auditorium or ball to- seat 300. 
with an elevated stage for lectures and 
dressing rooms adjoining.

There was considerable talk over the 


proposed improvement of Caroline street 
to the bay, and it was decided, as a num- 
ber of property owners object, to com- 
mence proceedings to form an assess- 
ment district and name commissioners. 
This action will be taken at the regular 
meeting. 


PORCH LIGHTS. 


Manager Hartog of the Alameda Ad-
